It is proposed to increase th« number 
of Representatives to 81, and the Senators to 
27. The objection to such an enlargement of 
the number, is, the increased expense to the 
State, for their per diem and mileage. This 
would not be a valid objection, provided the 
people were thereby better represented. — 
But, in our judgment, an increase of the mem- 
bers would be an economical arrangement. 
For a largo Legislative body always ac- 
complishes more business, in the same time, 
other things being equal, than a small one. — 
Because thereof business of legislation, is 
chiefly done in Committees, and if the body 
be small, the same members are obliged to 
serve on several Committees. The experi- 
ence of those States, whose Legislatures are 
composed of a large number of members, 
abundantly attests the advantage of a large 
representation. Massachusetts, with her vast 
commercial and manufacturing interests, and 
Connecticut, proverbial for her thrift and 
economy, have each a large House of Rep- 
resentatives. 
And yet they have short ses- 


sions, and despatch the business of the State, 
wisely, as well as promptly. 


But another advantage of a large represen- 


tation, is, that a large number cannot be tam- 
pered with, controlled and corrupted by 
office-seekers, as easily as a small number. A 
large number discourages log-rolling, promotes 
honesty, and a strict accountability to the 
people, and for these, and other reasons, we 
should be glad to see an increase of the mem- 
bers of our Legielatuie in the new apportion- 
ment.

MR. EDITOB :—I wish through your paper 


to call the attention of our townsmen and oth- 
ers to a " Sectional Pocket Map of Wiscon- 
sin," lately published by I. A. Lapham, Esq., 
of Milwaukee. By the kindness of the au- 
thor, one of these"maps baa just fallen in my 
way, and it is seldom that any efibrtto benefit 
tbe public is marked by a more decided abili- 
ty in its conception of beauty in its execution. 
1 doubt whether there is existing a better de- 
signed or a more beautifully executed map of 
any state, on so large a scale, (six miles to 
tbe inch, thus making each township a mile 
square,) and at the same time put up in a form 
so convenient. Our Legislature, at its present 
session, would hardly do a better service to 
the State, or the .Regents of the University 
to the cause of common school education, 
than to cause placed in every school one of 
these maps properly mounted.
